mayor? 


It may be to some extent, yet the liquor 


traffic cannot be said to have been entirely 
removed from politics, for the mayor's ap- 
pointees will be under obligations to the 
mayor, and he will, if he chooses, reward 
his constituents with licenses through the 
men he appoints. 


There will be no crooked aldermanic 


fighting with the commission, thank good- 
ness, for the aldermen will cut no figure 
whatever, with the men who grant the li- 
censes. 


The candidates are of course very num- 


erous ; they are for any public office where 
there is prestige, if but little cold cash, 
in 


the matter of appointments tbe pnblic is 
desirous that none but the best quali- 
fied will be appointed by the mayor. 
He 


has shown himself to have been very anx- 
ions about tbe local licenses and very care- 
ful that only respectable and well appoint- 
ed places should get licenses. He "even 
went around with the liciPSe committee 
for that committee beius composed of al- 
dermen was liable to be less critical in its 
inspections than he would be and besides 
being aldermen they might inspect tbe 
lame and "pull" of the applicant rather 
than his victualling facilities. He went 
iround and saw the places and afterwards

Ihe New Rifle. 


Armorer Tom Farnsworth has one of the 


new mae«zine rifles on exhibition. It is 
a fine weapon, finely finished and even 
artistically mounted if such a thing is- pos- 
sible. The barrel is of small size for the 
calibre is only .30. The bayonet is an adap- 
tation from the European "cheese stab- 
ber," of sword bayonet. It is of blue 
steal. 
Tie magazine carries five car- 


tridges. It is a hammerless gun, the firing 
pivot having a sliding movement. About 
two inches from the firing point, and pro- 
jvCting from the side is a steel swivel. 
This is the ajeetor. In position it is down, 
but after firing it is pulled upward and 
toward tbe breech thereby ejecting a shell 
from the chamber and loading the cham- 
ber from a small magazine. 


The swivel is then pushed into place. 


The one operation ot pulling up the eject- 
or, sliding it back and then returning it to 
position suffices to load and cock the gun. 
It can be discharged very rapidly. One 
thing is quite evident, when tbe rifle comes 
into general use the "carry" 
will be 


dropped from the manual, ordinarily, as 
the ojector swivel interferes with the carry. 
Already the companies, in tbe regular 
?rmy using the new rifle have been, relieved 
of tlie carry in ordinary drill. The militia 
wi'l be equipped with the new rifle in 
three years. The cartridge is copper cased 
and the ball is a spherical lead filled cop- 
per case 
The bullet will go through "a 


man leaving a clean round wonnd. The 
wonnds are the same as those inflicted by a 
Mannlicher rifle ball.

some of Mr. Hood's jerseys by fire at Low- 
ell, Ma?s., Wednesdaj night, is deplorable. 
From a financial standpoint the loss, if 
any, is trifling, as it is well covered by in- 
surance, and the standing of the herd is in 
no way affected, as the number that per- 
ished is insignificant in so large a herd.-and 
did not include any of his celebrated ani- 
mals. 


\Vith the additions that Mr. Hood has 


recently made to his stock, the Hood farm 
herd of Jerseys is one of tbe largest and 
best, if not the best, in the world. Had 
this fire occurred in his main barn the loss 
would have been irreparable. 
Fortunately, 


however, it was in another farm, and the 
stock consumed, having been bought re- 
cently in the West, had never entered his 
main herd. 


It is Mr. Hood's habit, and it is a wise 


one, to isolate or quarantine from the resi 
of the herd any stock recently purchased, 
and not commingle them with his main 
herd for months, until constant inspection 
by his veterinary surgeon has assured biro 
that the health of each animal is per- 
fect. 


Following this custom, the animals de- 


stroyed by fire were quarantined at the 
time of the fire.

Moral Influence Fnr Keuchfu£ 


Aui.m-. .May 23-Because of Miss 


Cusun B. Anthony's inability to remain 
iu Albany later tlun yesterday, tbe eoni- 
mittee on suffrage of tbe eouatUutioual 


, i convention gave a hearing: to her yester- 


day uftiruoon. The scene presented was 
a curious one. for more tluiu two-thirds 
of tbe audience were composed of noted 


j lawyers of tho state, whilu the other third 


wer-women au.xioUK to have tbe word 
"mnlii" stricken from the constitution. 


Mrs. Greenleaf of RoehtMier was the first 


suuiker, ,ina she Imilly outlined, tho con- 
dition ot women at the time tbe preseyt 
constitution 
WHS adopted and at 
tbe I 


prr.sfiit time. She stid that thu voice of 
the KOVerued should bu beard in the KOV- 
ernmeut. 
Laws 
had bei-u m«do for 


women, aud women were now governed 
almost the same as meu. 


She tbt'n introdui-ed MUs Anthony, 


who was received with loud applause. 
Shu went to the root of tbe question nt 
once. 
She detailed the 
ivorkiugs of 


woman" suffrage in other states and coun- 
tries. Iu England, spinsters uud widows 
could vot« if they wove property holders. 
Iu Kansas women were given the right to 
vote oa all school questions, and the re- • 
suits bad been very good. Women were 
now doing the snuie work as men, iu tbe 
Bduae manner, but for half the pay. 


Will Help Poor Women. 


Enfranchise the women and the results 


will be diflerenr. The work for equal 
suffrage was not bciug done to help tho 
wife of the millionaire, but to help tho 
poor working woman, aud put thum. on 
the same plane as the niau of equal 
ability. Kansas had also granted women 
suffrage on municipal mutters, and these, 
too, had brought good results. Tbe gov- 
erunienM were better, aud that, too, was 
;he case in the state of Wyoming, where 
women had been grantf-d the right of 
suffrage for 23 years. Tbe governors of 
,bat stiite were all in favor of retaining 
;hat feature, and tho people theru wero 
hearty in their praise of it. 


She said' that Colorado was tho first 


state in the Union where & majority of 
the mec had gone to the polls and had 
there voted to give the women equal 
suffrage. As to the question of the re- 
moval of 
property 
qualifications 
of 


women in this state, she said it was the 
vote of i£e poor man that removed it 
years ago. If the women were allowed to 
vote now they would remove the word 
'•male." 


Another reason why they should strike 


it 
out was that of moral 
influence. 


Women were the controlling influences in 
the school, iu tha church and tbe charita- 
ble institutions. Men controlled the 
loons, tha Rambling houses, tbe race 
tracks. "Put these in the balance op- 
posite each other," said she, raising bur 
hand, "and you will see that the material 
interest of the world will kick the beam. 
Tout's our aide. That's why we should 
vote." 


The question, has been raised about, the 


ignorant vote. There are fewer unedu 
eated women th«n there are men. The 
prisons of the United States contain 65,000 
men and 5000 women. There are fewer 
women without homes than men, and the 
floating vote would not be doubled by 
granting suffrage, but the home vote 
would be doubled and the floating vote 
minimized. 


Not a New Band. 


"Does anybody want to ask mo any 


questions? You need not be afraid. . 
have been on the stump for 40 years. I 
we could vote, you would not be afraid to 
argue." 


Turning to the venerable Thomas Al 


vord, who sat on the committee, Miss 
Anthony ssid: "Mr. Alvord was an enemy 
of ours 27 years ago. Does he want tc 
give a reason for it now?" 


Amid laughter and applause, Mr. Al 


ford rose and said: "I would say to Miss 
Anthony that i sit here as a judge. In- 
jury surrounds 
us, and 
when all is 


finished they will give to th» wi 
their rights." 


In closing, Miss Anthony called atten 


tlon to the fact that only unpardonec 
criminals, idots, lunatics, Chinamen ani 
women wera forbidden the right of fran 
chise, thus classing women with a de 
graded class.

Caruth aud agreed to in the committee of 
the whole, which was designed to still 
further emasculate the civil service- com- 
mission, was defeated in the house with- 
out division, as wa? nlso the amendment 
to equalize the salaries of the assistant 
doorkeepers of the housa. 


The only amendments adopted yester- 


day in the committee of the whole aud 
agreed to by the house were to increase 
the appropriation for publishing thepostal 
guide from 815,030 to $30,000, and an udd,i- 
tiotial item of <8500 for clerical service for 
the Dockery commission.

The historic town of Boston 
yesterday received the British admiral 
and the officers oi his flagship magnifi- 
ei'nrly.

the officers of his flagship (here there was 
a great, outburst of cheering). One hun- 
dred and ten years aao the citizens of 
London were engaged in a less satisfac- 
tory opTatfcju of taxing themselves in 
order to punish the citizens of Boston.

historic words: "Blood is thicker thnn 
water."

of being on the other side of the water 
could --orae to any other conclusion than 
that tho sentiment was true, because 
tht-re were between Englishmen and the 
great mass of the American commnnity 
an oritcin and identity of language and 
8imilariry of ideas and pursuits which 
existed between no other two nations on 
the face of the earth. These great prin- 
ciples would not iuil to bind the two 
nations in bonds of permanent unity. All 
then rose and, dr.ink to the toast amid 
tremendous .ir>pl-uise.

The gracious reception that 
he had been given on numerous occasions 
in taii great city and eigewhere in Great 
Britain made him lva\ the sinc-rity and 
reality of the welcome so expressed. In 
tlie name of his country and his country- 
men he sincerely thanked them for the 
banqW.

Tour Strikers Are Dead and an Unknown 


Number Injured. 


UNIOSTOWN, Pa., May '45.—The long 


threatened attack by striking miners on 
the pits of the Washington Coal and 
Coke company at Stickle' Hollow in the 
Fourth pool district on the Monongahela 
jiver 
was made yesterday, involving 


another of the grim tragedies that char- 
acterize the irrepressible conflict. 
The 


fight was one of the fiercest in the history 
of the minins troubles in western Penn- 
sylvania. Four strikers are dead and 
double that number are badly wounded, 
some of them mortally. 


Thomas Kenan is the only American 


killed in the encounter with the deputies. 
The other dead men are Slavs. 
The 


wounded men. who fell under the first 
volley from the deputies were taken off 
the field by the retreating strikers, and 
even now the actual number of wounded 
is not definitely known. It is, perhaps, 
too soon to attempt to apportion the re- 
sponsibility for the killing, as many con- 
fused and contradictory statements are 
made. 


The strikers furnished all tha dead 


men; not a deputy was fatally hurt and 
only three of them wounded. The fight 
occurred in the public roadway 
leading 


to the Stickle Hollow plant. Two thou- 
sand strikers came out there to intercept 
the men on their way to work. Some 
carried Winchesters, while others were 
armed with shotguns, muzzle-loading 
rifles and revolvers. 


Because of their threatening demon- 


strations and the fact that they had 
given notice to the company that they 
had come to drive off the deputies if 
necessary, there were ball cartridges in 
the Winchesters carried by the guards, 
and the entire outfit at the works waa in 
general readiness to receive raiders. The 
deputies had specific orders, and it is ad- 
mitted that the company ordered them to 
shoot to .kill.

country. 


"Such legislation as that proposed by this 


bill finds inspiration only in intolerance—in 
religion, in radical prejudice—in the false 
patriotism of narrow minds.lt is un-Aiueri 
can in spirit, and is opposed to the libera 
traditions and progressive aims of the 
American people. It is based on a sickl; 
sentimentality and should find no suppor 
among broad minded and sound bodiet 
Americans.

ine; on gala days let us hoist the flags o 
all"nations; but above all let the stars anc 
stripes float triumphant, and thus, in ou 
display of colors and emblems, we shal 
symbolize the varied, yet homogeneous 
character of our population.

He considered the Pawtucket 
grade crossing dangerous, firstly, on ac- 
count of the very acnte angle at which the 
railroad crosses the highway, so that teams 
must try and pass the track at a certain 
angle in order to avoid the groove m the 
tracks. In other words, teams coming in 
either direction endeavor to cross at a right 
angle with the result that collisions are 
liable to 'happen. 
Secondly, all trains 


cross at a hi?h rate of speed and there is 
no station in the immediate vicinity, of 
the crossing. Thirdly, the approaches to 
the crossing are rather steep, so that 
horses drawing heavy loads are liable to 
stop for a rest when they reach tracks; and 
fourthly, the view of the tracks is obstruct- 
ed. 


Questioned hy Mr. Kichardson relative 


to tbe plan proposed by the railroad peo- 
ple providing for making a crossing at Fos- 
ter street and cutting through land owned 
hy the Lowell and Suburban Street railway 
and Mr. Parker, Mr. Hodges replied that 
he should accept this plan only on condi- 
tion that it was tiie only means remaining 
of getting rid of tbe ?rade crossing. 


Charles A. Allen of \Vorcesten, a civil 


engineer, considered the crossing danger- 
ous for the same reasons that Mr. Hodges 
had given. He considered the estimate of 
S102,OUO given as the cost of making the 
changes at the Pawtucket crossing accord- 
ing to the plan proposed by the city as a 
very good one. The plan itseif he thought, 
is proper and feasible and. the best one of 
which he knew. 
The Pawtucket grade 


crossing is a peculiar one and there are 
•very few in the state so bad as it. 


Tbe first witness for the B. & M. rail-

the scroll, "Blood is thicker than water," 
and the couplet: 
When love unites wide space divides in vain,

Other pages contained pictures of West- 


minster Abbey, Trafalgar square, Green- 
wich hospital and the disaster to the 
Trenton and the Calliope at Apia. 


When the ladies entered the gallery in 


evening costume, the brilliancy of the 
scene was greatly enhanced. 


The Speeches. 


Lord Hamilton, the chairman, began 


the speechmaking by offering a toast to 
the queen and President Cleveland. He 
said that Queen Victoria and President 
Cleveland were the heads of the two 
great English-speaking nationalities of 
the world, the heads of governments 
whose authority waa esercised over a 
large portion of the globe. 


But it was not merely on that account 


that he asked them to drink to their 
health. He gave the toast with the hope 
that the rare qualities of these two per- 
gons might long continue to influence and 
sway the national policy of the two great 
"countries of which they were the heads. 


" After giving the "usual loyal toasts 10 the 
Prince of Wales and his family, and to 
the royal family generally, Lord Hamil- 
ton toasted the United States, saying 
Englishmen are proud of the progress 
that the United States has made in the 
present century, because they believed 
that the progress was largely due to the 
racial qualities which those who origin- 
ally came from Great Britian transmitted 
to America. 


Timel Have Changed. 


One hundred and ten. years ago we parted 


it auger, after bloodshed; now we have 
met together as reconciled members of 
one family. The historic town of Boston 
yesterday received the British admiral 
and the officers of his flagship magnifi- 
cently. He waa afraid that the citizens 
of that great town were engaged 110 years 
ago in a less congenial operation. 


Today it was our privilege to entertain 


a distinguished American admiral and 
the officers of his flagship (here there was 
a great outburst of cheering). One hun- 
dred and ten years ago the citizens of 
London were engaged in a less satisfac- 
tory operatton of taxing themselves in 
order to punish the citizens of Boston. 


The speaker saw opposite to him the 


historic words: "Blood is thicker th:in 
•water." Jvobody who had the privilege 
of being ou the other side of the water 
could come to any other conclusion than 
that the sentiment was true, because 
there were between Englishmen and the 
great mass of the American community 
an origin and identity of language and 
similarity of ideas and pursuits which 
existed between no other two nations on 
the face of the earth. These great prin- 
ciples would not fail to bind the two 
nations in bonds of perma'nent unity. All 
then rose and drank to the toast smid 
tremendous applause. 
' 


Bayard's Speech. 


Ambassador Bayard rose to reply, and 


was received with prolonged cheering. 
He said h? felt deeply the honor of having 
been made the envoy to this country and 
this nation. The gracious reception that 
he had been given on numerous occasions 
in this great city and elsewhere in Great 
Britain made him feel the sincerity and 
reality of the welcome go expressed. In 
the name of his country and his country- 
men he sincerely thanked them for the 
banquet. 


It was a happy omen that it came upon 


the birthday of that benign and gracious 
lady whosa devotion to public duty was 
clear ».nd beautiful. 
Well might tne 


British subject congratulate himself that 
he contemplated with nffectionate admi- 
ration the home life/>f the true mother of 
her country, whose domestic virtues so il- 
lustrated her Ions and hnppj reign. 
Turning his eyes across the Atlantic, well 
might the American, of whatever party or 
race, congratulate himself that the vir- 
tues of innocent and guileless childhood, 
of life, integrity, manhood and woman- 
hood, were clustered around the hearth- 
stone of the President of the United 
States. 


No other tongue spoken now by man 


contained that Word "Home" more than 
the mother tongue of them all, and it was 
from home and through home that associ- 
ations and impressions wer>- formed that 
made the nation and the people and wrote 
their true history.

A. FIGHT WITH DEPUTIES. 


f oar Striken; Are Dead and an Unknown 


Number Injured. 


UNIONTWX, Pa., May 2§.— The long 


threatened attack by striking miners on 
the pits of the Washington Coal and 
Coke company at Stickle Hollow in the 
Fourth pool district on the Monongahela 
twer was made ye»teiday, involving 
another of the grim tragedies that char- 
acterize the irrepressible conflict. 
The 


fight was one of the fiercest in the history 
of the mining troubles in western Penn- 
sylvania. 
Four strikers are dead and 


double that number are badly wounded, 
some of them mortally. 


Thomas Kenan is the only American 


killed in the encounter with the deputies. 
The other dead men are Slavs. 
The 


wounded men who fell under the first 
volley from the deputies were taken off 
the field by the retreating strikers, and 
even now the actual number of wounded 
Is not definitely k'nowo. It is, perhaps, 
too soon to attempt to apportion the re- 
sponsibility for the killing, as many con- 
fused and contradictory statements are 
made. 


The strikers furnished all the dead 


men; not a deputy was fatally hurt and 
only three of them wounded. The fight 
occurred in tbe public roadway leading 
to the Stickle Hollow plant. Two thou- 
sand strikers came out there to intercept 
the men on their way to work. Some 
carried Winchesters, while others were 
armed with shotguns, muzzle-loading 
rifles and revolvers. 


Because of their threatening demon- 


strations and the fact that they had 
given notice to the company that they 
had come to drive off the deputies if 
necessary, there were ball cartridges in 
the Winchesters carried by the guards, 
and the en tire outfit at the works-was in 
general readiness to receive raiders. The 
deputies had specific orders, and it is ad- 
mitted that the company ordered them to 
shoot to kill. 


UNSYMPATHETIC

SAKATOSA, May 33.—The flirtation be- 


tween the northern and southern Presby- 
terian churches has come to an abrupt 
close. The offer of organic union has 
been rejected by the southern body and 
each will now continue to pursue its 
'separate way. 


The Smith trial has begun in the gen- 


eral assembly, and will probably con- 
tinue until tomorrow noon. The argu- 
ment of Professor Smith was a great one, 
but, although pathetic, was addressed to 
an. audience not at all sympathetic. The 
committee of prosecution occupied the 
afternoon and evening, arguing at great 
length and with great earnestness, but 
the audience was weary and the air bad. 
The moderator, got tired and retired to 
the basement of the church for rest. 


The report made touching the supposed 


death of Dr. George P. Hays was found to 
be a mistake. The telegram referred to 
the death of Dr. Isaac N. Hays of Pitts- 
burg and was signed by Dr. George P. 
Hays himself.

He read from Democratic papers ar- 


raignments of the majority of the senate 
for the "surrender" o£ principle contained 
in the "Wormau-Brice bilL" The senator 
from Maryland, Mr. Hale proceeded, had 
come forward with the effort of his lite to 
re-form the broken Democratic ranks. 


The speech made by the Maryland sen-

The " Groups " Described.

Thpy represented 
constituencies opposed to this bill. 


The second 
group—a large one—de- 


spised the bill before the senate, because 
it gave the lie to the convictions and pro- 
fessions of a lifetime.

Messrs. Mills and Coke (Tex.), Vest and 
Cockrell (Mo.), Vilas (Wis.), Gray (Del.), 
Palmer (Ills.), Lindsay and Blaofconrn 
(Ky.), Harris and Bate (Tenn.) and per- 
haps one or two others.

A Week's Fight Eade4 


After being under consideration for just 


one week, the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill waa passed by 
the house.

aries for absence repealed, and on the 
amendment refusing to provide for the 
civil service commission.

A yea and nay vote was taken on the 


amendment offered by Mr. Enloe strik- 
ing ont the appropriation for the salaries 
of the civil service commissioners and 
clerks, which the committee of t.he whole 
adopted by a decisive vote. It resulted: 
Yeas, SO: nays, 158. So the amendment 
was lost. 


Another amendment proposed by Mr. 


Caruth and agreed to in the committee of 
the whole, which was designed to still 
further emasculate the civil service com- 
mission, was defeated in the house with- 
out division, as was also the amendment 
to equalize the salaries of the assistant- 
doorkeepers of the house. 


Ths only amendments adopted yester- 


day in the committee of the whole and 
agreed to by the house -were to increase 
the appropriation for publishing the postal 
guide from S15.00U to SSO.OOO. and an addi- 
tional item of J2500 for clerical service for 
the Docfeery commission. 


Mr. Terry secured the adoption of an 


amendment providing that each circuit 
court of appeals should be entitled to have 
expended for its use at least one-half of 
such surplus as they had accrued.

The Home Vote Would be Doubled mud 


Moral Influence Fur It^BOuluff. 


ALBASY, May .25.--Becaus« of Miss 


Susan B. Anthony'B inability to remain 
in. Albany later than yesterday, th« oem- 
mitteeoa suffrage of the constitution*! 
convention gave a hearing to hur yester- 
day afternoon. The scena presented was 
a curious one, for more than two-thirds 
of the audience were composed of noted 
lawyers of the state, while the other third 
were women anxious to have the word 
"male" stricken from the constitution. 


Mrs. Greenleaf of Rochester was the first 


speaker, and she briefly outlined the con- 
dition of women at the time the present 
constitution was adopted and »t the 
present time. She said that the voice o£ 
the governed should be heard in the gov- 
ernment. 
Laws had beea made for 


women, and women were now governed 
almost the same as men. 


She then introduced Miss Anthony, 


who WAS received with loud applause. 
Sha went to the root o£ the question at 
once, 
She detailed the working! of 


woman suffrage in other states and coun- 
tries. In England, spinsters and widows 
could vote if they were property holders. 
In Kansas women were given the right to 
vote on all school questions, and the re- 
sults had been very good. Women were 
now doing the same work as men, in the 
same manner, but for half the pay. 


Will Help Foor Women. 


Enfranchise the women and the results 


will be different. The work for equal 
suffrage was not being done to help the 
wife of the millionaire, but to help the 
poor working woman, and put them on 
the same plane as the man of equal 
ability. Kansas had also granted women 
suffrage on municipal matters, and these, 
too, 
had brought good results. The gov- 


ernments were better, and that, too, was 
the case in tha state of Wyoming, where 
women had been granted the right of 
suffrage for 25 years. The governors of 
that state were all in favor of retaining 
that feature, and the people there were 
hearty in their praise of it. 


She saiti that Colorado was the first 


state in the Union where a majority of 
the men had gone to the polls and had 
there voted to give the women equal 
suffrage, As to the question of the re- 
moval of 
property 
qualifications 
of 


women in this state, she said it was, the 
vote of the poor man that removed it 
years ago. If the women were allowed to 
vote now they would remove the word 
"male." 


Another reason why they should strike 


It 
out was that of moral influence. 


Women were the controlling influences in 
the school, in the r.huroh and the charita- 
ble institutions. Hen controlled the sa- 
locns, the gambling houses, the race 
tracks. "Put these, in tha balance op- 
posite each cthor,;' said she, raising her 
hand, "and you will Bee that the material 
interest of the world will kick the beam. 
Thin's our sine. That's why we should 
vote." 


The question has been raised about the 


ignurant vote. There are fewer unedu- 
cated women than there are men. The 
prisons of the United States contain 55,000 
men and 5000 -women. There are fewer 
women without homes than men, and the 
floating vote would not be doubled by 
granting suffrage, 
but the. .home vote 


would be doubled and the floating vote 
minimized. 


Nat • J.~ew Hand. 


"Does anybody want to ask me 


questions? You need not be afraid. '. 
have been oil the stump for 40 years. I 
we could vote, yoa would not be afraid to 
argue." 


Turning to the venerable Thomas Al 


vord, who sat ou the committee, Miss 
Anthony said: "Jlr. Alvord was an enemy 
of ours 27 years ago. Does he want to 
give a reason for it now?" 


Amid laughter and applause, Mr. Al 


vonl rose and said: "I would ssy to Miss 
Anthony that 1 sit here as a judge. Th 
jnry surrounds us, and when all is 
finished they will give to the women 
their rights." 


In closing, Miss Anthony called attan 


tion to the fact that only unpardonet 
criminals, idots, lunatics, Chinamen anc 
women were forbidden the right of fran 
chise, thus classing women with a de- 
graded class.

noccssary, there were ball cartridges in 
the Winchesters carried by the guards, 
and the entire outfit at the works was in 
Kenernl readiness to receive raiders. The 
deputies had specific orders, and it is ad- 
mitted that the company ordered them to 
shoot to Jail,

The strikers furnished all the dead 


men; not a deputy was fatally hurt and 
only three of them Wouddefl. The flght 
occurred in the public roadway leading 
to the Stickle Hollow plant. Two thou- 
sand strikers c»me out there to intercept 
thi men on tholr way to work. Some 
carried Winchesters, while others were 
armod with shotguns, muzzle-loading 
rifles and revolvers. 


Because of their threatening demon- 


strations and the fact that they had 
given notice to the company that they 
hod come to drive off the deputies if 
rieecsaary, there were ball cartridges iu 
the "Winchesters cnrried by the guards, 
and the entire outfit nt the works was in 
Keneral readiness to receive raiders. The 
deputies hud specific ordars, and it is ad- 
mitted that the company "ordered them to 
shoot to kill.
